Comes to 


Springfield—1921

mew sound came to our area 
A 1921, when Radio Station 

WBZ, located in Springfield 
at the former Westinghouse Plant in 
East Springfield, started broad- 
casting. Springfield was selected as 
the site of the first radio station in 
New England by the Westinghouse 
Electric Manufacturing Company, 
the foremost developer of the new 
“Wireless telephone” as it was re- 
ferred to at the time by the 
Springfield Union. 

The Springfield Union, Sept. 18, 
1921 reported on the first broadeast. 
“Tomorrow Springfield will have 
the first of the Wireless telephone in- 
strument i:nown as the Radio-phone. 
People ali over New Engiand wiil be 
interested in this demonstration, in 
which itis expected that tie Gover- 
nors of the New England states will 
itavea part. The demonstration will 
be made at the Springfield factory of 
the Westinghouse Company, where 
this past week was installed the 
largest radio telephone instrument in 
New England. It is expected that 


Tost of the New England Govemors 
«will be itv attendance there, and will 
be transmitting theit own greetings 
over the ictephone. These speeches 
and a concert will be received at 
most of prominent cities in New 
England within a 200 mile radius of 
Springfield.” 

While this was the first 
demonstration in New England, the 
Westinghouse Company for the 
previous six months has been send- 
tng out evening broadcasts at East 
Pinsburgh, Pennsylvania over radio 
sation KDKA, reportedly being 
heard within a 000 mile radius of 
Pittsburgh. The article mentioned 
that more: than 2000 families in the 
Piusburgh area had installed radio 
receiving sets in their homes. 
According to the Springfield Union, 
“these sets are known as Aerola Jr. , 
and ail that they require is 10) feet 
of wire attached to the instrument 
which is placed on a table in the 
room, There is a smal] adjustable 
handle on the appliance which is 
moved by the operator until his in- 
straument is attured te the vocal or

The Westinghouse Company was 
proposing to introduce to Spring- 
field broadcast services such as 
storm warnings, weather reports, 
market conditions, and other ems 
of genera) interest to be broadcast at 
regularly stated times, The Spring- 
field Union reporter concluded his 
first report with the following pro- 
phetie: statement. “No one cart say 
what may yet be developed in this 
‘young art. From a mere play thing 
of scientific interest only five years 
ago, at feast to the large electrical 
companies, radio has grown to pro- 
pertions that command the respect 
of all thinking men of the day, Great 
things can be looked for as a result 
of tins newly awakened interest, and 
this concentrates effort at develop- 
ment." 

‘The following day the Springfield 
Union reported on a speech by 
Speaker of the House, Frederick H. 
Gillett, io the sia New England 
govermors, and other guests gathered 
al Massachusetts Governer Cox's 
banquet on the Eastern States 
grounds. A concert followed the 
Speech, The speech and the concert 
were Wransmitted from a studio on 
the roof of the Westinghouse plant to 
a receiving set at the Easteri States 
grounds. 


Gillett’ opened his speech as. 


follows, ‘1 have been requested to 
say a ward te you sowernors of the six 
New England states by wireless 
telephone from the Westinghouse 
ofant..” His brief speech cowered the 
unporance of farming in New 
England. The concert that followed 
featured singers Mrs. Karl Eckbert, 
Miss Anna P. Wollman, Edward &. 
Hosmer, and Walter R. Marsh, andi 
Milton Aronson, the violinist, The 
quartet sang “Annie Laurie," and 
Mr. Hosmer “The End of a Perfect 
Day.” Secretary of Agriculture, 
Harry C. Wallace, spoke to 
members of the Boys’ and Girls’ 
ciubs =f the Exposition via ihe sta- 
tion on the grounds. The six New 
England governors also had an op- 
Portunity to send a message to their 
Tespective shale capitols. 

‘The governors were assisted by a 


group of young operators, with their 
sets, vnder ihe supervision of a 
Westinghouse engineer. The opera- 
tors al the Exposition grounds trtns- 
mitted the speeches by radio to 
Westinghouse plant, and relayed if 
back to the grounds, so that gach 
governor heard himself speak.

Burgess was taken to the plant, and 
delivered to the studio. Burgess con- 
tinues, * I made myself known to the 
lone operator, who was also the an- 
nouncer. Presently the announcer, 
Said it was time for me to goon. He 
made a brie! statement that Mr. 
Burgess would tell one of his stories 
for children, motioned for the © take 
his place al the mike, and turned 
The following day Burgess took a 
trainto Boston. A fellow passenger, 
Tecognizing Burgess, said he had 
heard him the previous evening 
‘When the station moved to the Kim- 
ball Hotel, and a new soundproof 
siudiv Burgess became a “regular,” 
reading one of his stories at the 
children’s hours daily, except Sun- 
day. "Two trained readers called the 
Dream Fairy, and the Sleep Fairy, 
alternated in reading. Burgess 
started a 10 minute feature, talking 
about birds, and animals. Readers 
eenl in letiers requesting that fe be 
given more time, which soon devel- 
oped into a half hour program. 
The Radio Nature league, started 
by Burgess in 1924, continued for 
nite years, Burgess encouraged his 
listeners to send their names and ad- 
dresses, and become a member of 


the >. Soon his program was 
being esrd throughout New 


England, and the Midwest. Through 
his program Rurgess was able to 
enlist naturalists to speak on 
conservation topics. He was also 
able im get his listeners @ help 
museums obtain specimens for their 
cotlection. When Burgess disband- 
ed the League, after nearly 10 years 
“of this labor of love?’ it had a 
membership of 50 thousand. 

WBZ remained at the Westing- 
house plant until 1924 when the 
broadcasting studio was moved 
downtown to the Hotel Kimball. In 
March 1924 WBZA Boston joined 
the local station in sychronized 
broadcasts of cultural programs. 
The Boston and Springfield stations 
swapped cal) letters in 1926, 
Springfield taking the letters 

BZA, and Boston, the letters 
WZ. Prom then on Springfield was 
in a subordinate role. 

The opening of radic stations 
quickly resulted in an increasing de- 
mand for radios. Westinghouse 
started producing radio seis and 
related equipmenl in their Chicopee 
Falls plant, employing up to 300 
people, with Springfield gaining the 
title of “Radio capital of New 
England."

Restaurateurs Ray Travaglini 
and Sandy Petruso have bought out 
a fledgling all-business radio station 
and intend to boost its sports pro- 
gramming in an effort to improve 
the fortunes of the enterprise, 

Travaglini and Petruso, who are 
well known for a sports banquet 
they host annually at Mr. Antho- 
ny’s in Boardman, paid $30,000 to 
buy out Dr. Frederick D, Perry, the 
Warren jiatrist who formed sta- 
tio WFNV-AM 1330 in April. 

“We're interested in sports, and 
that’s one of the things that got us 
interested in radio,” said Travaglini, 
who, with Petruso, operates area 
Perkins Family Restaurants. 

Neither Travaglini nor Chris 
Travers, general manager of the 
station, would discuss their plans in 
detail. Travers said format changes 
would be announced at a news 
confererice later. 

The transaction caps what had 
been Dr. Perry’s first foray into 
media. In April, he paid $290,000 for 
the broadcast site and license for- 
merly owned by WHOT-AM, which 
now operates at 1390-AM. Most of 
the purchase price was borrowed 
from WHOT and from another in- 
vestor, Guy Cicchini. 

The new station tried to establish 
a strong local complement to pro- 
gramming from the national Busi- 
ness Radio Network, but few ad- 
vertisers have hopped aboard. 

During the summer, a slow period 
for advertising, the station's con- 
tinuing requirements for capital led 
Dr. Perry to seek partners. In July, 
he applied to federal regulators to 
bring in Travaglini and Petruso. 
According to the application, a 
copy of which was obtained by The 
Vindicator, the restaurateurs were 
to earn a 68 percent stake in the 
business by providing $20,000 in 
working capital and paying off the 
$40,000 loan from Cicchini, $45,000 
of the debt to WHOT and $25,000 in 
unpaid bills. 

ut before the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission could approve 
the deal, Dr. Perry filed an amend- 
ed application that called for Tra- 
vaglini and Petruso to buy him out 
altogether. The $30,000 he received 
for his stock was about equal to 
what he invested in the first place, 
Dr. Perry said. 


“The opportunity came and I de- 
cided to sell,” he said. “It was tak- 
ing a little bit more time than I was 
able to take away from my prac- 
tice, It’s going to be bigger and 
better now than what I'd be able to 
do with it.” 

The station has some sports pro- 
gramming now, including Penn 
State University football games on 
Saturdays. Travaglini said he and 
Dr. Perry had wanted to offer high- 
er-profile sports events, but none 
were available. 

He said the station has applied to 
change its call letters, the last three 
of which stand for “Financial News 
in the Vatley,” te WYWR, which 
would represent “Youngs- 
town/Warren radio.” cid 

Travaglini said the change in calt 
letters and the added emphasis on 
s Ae don't speceeeny signal an 
abandonii ness program-.
